IN WITNESS whereof, TGe have cauſed theſe Our Letters to be made Patents, and to cautinue fo2 one whole 
Pear from the Datehereof, and no longer. WITNESS Our Selk at Weltmiaſter, the One and thirtieth day of January, in the third Pear of Our Reign.
